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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues in essence that Shiffman 
et al. (US PN 6,424,732, hereinafter Shiffman) does not teach the step of reconstructing, which calls out a cut plane and a direction of a 
cut plane. The examiner disagrees and indicates that Shiffman discloses dividing an image volume into parallel 2-dimensional planes in 
any direction (col. 8 lines 15-17). The 2-dimensional plane represents a cut plane and the direction of the cut plane can be in any 
direction including the x, y, and z directions as shown in Figure 9. Therefore, the cut plane is disclosed as being in the direction of 
succession in which the image data was acquired. 
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
